Sheltons Gone, But Their

FAIRFIELD—(AP)—Enemies of the vanishing Sheltons burned 


down Big Earl Shelton's barn last night. It added to a long list of 
unsolved attack* that have slain three Shclton brothers and sent the 
last of the Shelton men fleeing from Southern Illinois. 


Big Carl, ambushed in 1947; 


Bernie, ambushed in 1948, and Big 
Earl, the • target of several like 
attacks, led a prohibition era gang 
which once terrorized southern Il- 
linois and cowed many of its law 
men. 


Another brother.^Roy, wa« shot 


dead by a hidden marksman only 
a day after a son of a wealthy 
farmer wax shot and wounded on 
Big Earl's farm. He is E. Hillary 
O'Daniel, 29, who has been operat- 
ing the Shelton farm on a lease 
jasls since Big Earl fled.. Earlier, 
a fifth brother, Dalta, also moved 
away. 


Sheriff Elmer Brown of Wayne 


county said the fire was set about 
10 p. m. Value of the barn was 
set at $6,000 to $8,000. It was 
about 25 yards from the ruins of 
Big Earl's $35,000 .home, into 
which a tin can bomb was tossed 
Nov. 30, 1950. 


The sheriff said there were no 


clues.

His passenger, Einer Johnson, 


52, Chicago, a cement finisher, 
was being treated at the hospital 
for a severe brain concussion, lac- 
erations about the head and a frac- 
tured right leg.

'Bugles Will Blow, Then Reds 
Will Attack,' Says Dixon Vet

"First a bugle on one side will blow chow call. Then another will 


blow reveille. After some more different calls, they will play taps. 
Then the funeral march . . . then the Chinese attack!" 


This is what Sgt. 1/c Duane Hendrickson, son of Mrs. Albert 


Pickwell, 214 Madison av., said yesterday after returning to Dixon 
from the front lines in Korea svhere he was with the fighting Second 
division. 


Sgt. Hendrickson, now on a 30- 


day furlough, will report at Fort 
Sheridan, Laramie, Wyo., July 5. 
He came home under the army's 
new program of rotating soldiers 
in the Korean theater. 


Hendrickson landed in Korea at 


Pusan Aug. 1, 1950, and went from 
there immediately to the front 
lines. He was with the Second di- 
vision and had previously been 
stationed at Fort Lewis, Wash. He 
enlisted in the army Jan. 19,1949. 


He arrived 
in San Francisco 


aboard the USCGS Brewster, a 
newly commissioned troop ship, 
June 2, and was on his way home 
within 18 hours. 


Steak—Good! 


Duane said the first meal he had 


when he arrived was steak. "It 
tasted mighty good," he said. 


He was engaged in the Korean 


fighting through all of the im- 
portant campaigns since he landed 
there. He wears three major battle 
stars for action in the Naktong 
river crossing in September and 
the retreat from North Korea in 
November. 


In the push into North Korea 


last fall, he was in the area of the 
Chongjin reservoir when the Chi- 
nese entered the war and caused 
the UN army to retreat below 
Seoul. 


Unit Surrounded 


In February his unit met disas- 


ter-at Hongsong when-only 44 of 
approximately'200 men came away 
from- the fighting after they had 
been surrounded by the Chinese. 


Right now he says, our fire- 


power is devastating the Chinese. 
At first it was the air force which 
made the difference as we were 
unable to mass artillery. Now the 
artillery does the main job. 


Duane speaks well of the other 


United Nations forces in Korea. 
He became acquainted with some 
of the French and Dutch forces 
which were attached to the Sec- 
ond division. 


Stop Chinese 


His unit was on the flank of an 


American-French regimental com- 
bat team that stopped the Chinese 
at Chipyong in February, That 
unit, though surrounded, stopped 
a major offensive. 


Most of the Dutch, he says, 


speak English and are excellent 
cooks. "They can make a delicious 
meal out of almost anything." He 
also says the French arc good 
cooks. 


Most of the American troops 


in the early part of the war are 
now home in the United States or 
on their way home, according to 
Duane. He said that only three of 
the original members of his unit 
remained when he left. 


Expect One More 


Hendrickson expects the Chinese 


to try one more big assault to 
drive the UN troops from Korea. 
He expects that to fail and the War 
to then "peter out." 


He says that a great many of 


the Chinese appear to have no 
heart in the fighting. "If you kill 
the buddy of a Chinese, he sur- 
renders. They will have our units 
surrounded and cut off and then 
they will start surrendering."-

was convicted of first degree mur- 
der yesterday for the shotgun 
slaying of Virginia, also 22. 


A circuit court jury of nine men 


and three women took eight and 
one-half hours to arrive at the ver- 
dict. It means life imprisonment. 


The story began in'1949 when 


Albert mot Virginia at R dance in 
fashionable Crosse Pointe. Three 
weeks later, they eloped. 


Daly claimed his mother-in-law, 


Mrs. Pauline Hebb, widow of a 
wealthy manufacturer, tried to 
break up the marriage. 


Daly, on leave from Camp Le- 


jeune, N. C., invaded his wife's 
home Feb. 8 with a shotgun and 
ordered Virginia/into a bedroom 
and locked the door behind them. 


Police, summoned by Mrs. Hebb, 


gave Daly 15 minutes to "talk it 
over" with Virginia. Then they 
burst in the door, simultaneous 
with a roar from the shotgun. 


Virginia was dying from 
a 


wound In her stomach. Daly said 
the gun discharged as she grabbed 
it.

Allies in 'Wonderful Shape,' 
Says Marshall After Visit 


TOKYO— (AP)—U. S. Secretary of Defense George C. Marshall 


arrived tonight after a surprise visit to the Korean war zone and said 
the allied troops were "in wonderful shape." 


Marshall, on his first visit since the Korean fighting began, laid 


the purpose of his visit was "purely-military." 


"I came over to see the Elgth 


army," Marshall told newsmen at 
suburban Haneda airport, "and 
they are in wonderful shape. They 
couldn't be better." 


No Vetu-e, Move, 


Marshall said he had brought 


no directives - on the conduct of 
the war and added that his visit 
had 
no connection whatsoever 


with current peace negotiation dis- 
cussions. 


He was accompanied to Korea 


by Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, su- 
preme commander of United Na- 
tions forces. 
He said that while 


In Korea he visited the First corps 


and the First Cavalry division and 
met all the foreign commanders. 


He said he did not know how 


long he would remain in the Far 
East but that It would be a short 
stay. 


Enroule to Korea he had stop- 


ped off in Tokyo for only 20 min- 
utes. - Marshall' and 
his. party 


alighted from a four-engine Air 
Force plane at 10:55 p. m. 


Marshall told newsmen the last 


time he was in Korea was 37 
years ago. Then "he inspected bat- 
tlegrounds of the Russo-Japanese 
war, part of which also was fought 
along the Yalu river.

Senate Probers Must Maintain 


An Air of Utter Fairness 


The senate MacArthur hearings now are entering their 


critical phase. The senators are on test to demonstrate that 
they, can confine their inquiry to the purposes for which it 
was undertaken. 


When the investigation began a month ago, it was dedi- 


cated to exploring the circumstances surrounding the dis- 
missal of General MacArthur, and related military and for- 
eign policy issues. 
• 
• • 


Up to this point, the proceedings have generally adhered 


to this purpose, though far from perfectly. Some senators 
have insisted on dwelling long on issues widely removed from 
the main path. Some have belabored points that already 
have been dealt with again and again. 


But mostly the questioning has fqcussed on the MacAr- 


thur case and its effect on wider policy. In pursuit of its 
basic aims, the senate investigating group properly had to 
interrogate MacArthur himself, the joint chiefs of staff, Sec- 
retary of Defense Marshall and Secretary of State Acheson. 
Beyond these there may be a handful of others who can con- 
tribute to a responsible inquiry. 


Senator Russell of Georgia, chairman of the group, has 


announced, however, that he has a list of more than 100 
prospective witnesses. It is hard to imagine more than 10 
per cent of these with anything to say about the MacArthur 
affair that is based on first-hand knowledge. 
• 
• • 


This investigation clearly was not intended to provide a 


general and continuing forum on American foreign policy in 
all its aspects. 'But'that is what it would tend to become 
if it should drag on long enough to hear another 100 wit- 
nesses, or even half that number. 


The moment has come for the participating senators to 


show that they are capable of disciplining themselves in in- 
quiries of this sort. Heretofore major congressional investi- 
gations with heavy partisan overtones have almost inevita- 
bly degenerated into wild political carnivals. The search for 
truth, for real guidance in the making of laws, has been lost 
in the shuffle. 


The MacArthur hearings set a high standard of per- 


formance in the beginning. Since then there have been some 
marked lapses, but they have not yet degenerated into the 
customary chaos. If thy do, then the average American citi- 
zen will be likely to conclude that the U..S. senate is incapable 
of conducting a wholly statesmanlike investigation. 


Senator Cain of Washington did nothing to increase the 


citizens' respect for the senate when he proposed soberly 
that the investigators invite the testimony of William H. 
Evans, young navy lieutenant discharged for writing an in- 
temperate letter in criticism of American policy. 
• 
• * 


Cain's excuse was that Evans might give the committee 


valuable information about the state of navy morale in the 
Korean theater, where he had served. But Evans' bitterly 
phrased letter obviously disqualifies him from giving bal- 
anced, unprejudiced evidence. If Cain wants that evidence 
and really considers it pertinent to the MacArthur inquiry, 
let him select at random some other naval officer serving in 
Korean waters. The only stipulation should be that the man 
have a reputation for fairness and responsibility. 


But Senator Russell and his committee colleagues will be 


better advised if they bring the MacArthur proceedings to a 
close as quickly as possible after Acheson has wound up his 
testimony. By that time, the overwhelming bulk of vital 
evidence will be in senate hands. It should be more than 
ample to allow the senate to judge the facts of MacArthur's 
dismissal and weigh the main elements of U. S. Far Eastern 
policy. 


After all, the senate is judged not merely by the ques- 


tions it asks, but by what it does. And this year it has not 
done very much. It is perhaps not unfair to suggest that 
the senate soon set aside its glamorous job of investigating 
for the grubby but essential task of lawmaking.

High Bid May Throw Foe Off

East had the right idea when he 


umped to five diamonds. His part- 
ner had passed and he himself had 
larely more than average strength 
n high cards. It was dollars to 
doughnuts that North and South 
had most of the strength, and the 
lump to five diamonds was in- 
.ended to make it difficult for 
them to find the best contract. 


What if East were doubled? He 


could surely expect to win his 
seven diamond tricks. There was 
also a very strong probability that 
he could make a heart trick—per- 
haps two hearts. Also he had his 
honors to help compensate for any 
loss that might develop. He'd have 
been delighted to give up 400 
points (a three-trick set less 100 
honors) instead of what he actual* 
ly lost on the hand. 


As it happened. South could just 


about muster up a bid of five 
spades. It was a risky bid, and 
South came literally within an ace 
of losing his contract. 


West opened the eight of dia- 


monds, and East won the first two 
tricks with the jack and queen of 
diamonds. East then led the ace 
of diamonds, and a very remark- 
able' trick developed. 


What should South play on the 


ace of diamonds? Decide on the 
correct play before you read on. 


Right you are. South must dis- 


card the ace of hearts and ruff 
with dummy's ace of spades. Now 
declarer can safely ruff a heart, 
draw trumps, and re-enter dummy 
to discard hs losing club on a top 
heart. 


If South fails to discard the ace 


of hearts at the third trick he loses 
his contract. For example, suppose 
South discards a club. West dis- 
cards his singleton heart, and dum- 
my ruffs. Now South cannot get 
to his hand to draw trumps. If 
he leads a heart, West ruffs; if he 
leads clubs, East ruffs. 0 


It does South no good to ruff In 


his own hand. West still discards 
hs heart Now South mutt lead 
a trump to dummy's ace and still 
cannot get out of dummy to draw 
the rest of the trumps.

They are in the northern part of 
Illinois, an area closer to the ex- 
pected targets of hostile aerial at- 
tack. 


480 Mora 


Lohr said "developments now 


make it urgent that the entire 
state be covered. As quickly as 
possible 480 additional observation 
posts will be activated in the cen- 
tral and southern sectors of Illi- 
nois." 


The ground observer corps is 


designed to spot suspicious planes 
flying at low altitude. 
Planes 


hugging the 
ground can slip 


through a radar detecting screen. 


The corps is a volunteer organ- 


ization. 


One Every Eight Miles 


Under the Illinois setup, there 


will be a criss-cross network of 
observation stations, one located 
every eight miles in every direc- 
tion. 


Each station requires 25 super- 


visors and workers. Operation on 
a full time basis in an emergency 
would require about six hours of 
work a week for each volunteer. 


Chicago is now the state filter 


center for observation posts now 
set up. Lohr indicated a second 
filter center will be established in 
one of the larger downstate cities 
when the new observation posts 
go into operation.

The Dixon Youth center is the 


basement of St. Luke's .Episcopal 
church. It has been painted and 
tables, chairs, lights, ping-pong 
tables, paddles and balls, a coke 
machine, and a record player in- 
stalled. There are also checker- 
boards and a dance floor. 


It is the gathering place of 


Dixon's teen-age youth. Recently 
a round neon sign was installed 
over the door. 


The center provides a place for 


teen-agers to go, something to do. 
somewhere to see "the gang." and 
keeps young people off the streets 
looking for trouble. 


Few Place* To Go 


Dtxon has few places to go for 


something to do. There are the 
movies, an occasional dance, usu- 
ally a school affair, school parties 
once in a while, the swimming 
pool in the summer, sometimes a 
private party or perhaps a slumber 
party or picnic. 


Teen-agers are restless. They 


don't want to stay home and read 
a book over a weekend they want 
to do something, 
and so they 


wander down to the Youth center 
or drop in after the movie lets out 


There's a place to dance, play 


games or chat with friends before 
going home, instead of just driving 
around or parking. It's their social 
center, with the freedom to be 
themselves that school relation- 
ships can't give. 


Drives Provide Money 


Money for upkeep of the center 


is obtained through fund drives 
(such as the Telegraph drive and 
the Old Timer's game) and from 
individual donations. 
The funds 


pay for heating, janitor, attendant, 
repairs and music (records and 
bands). Two men donate one 
record each per week. 


A new policy, to admit only 


those 
who 
have membership 


cards, started in April. Only stu- 
dents of Dixon high school, per- 
sons who have gone to DHS and 
alumni receive cards. All others 
who want admission must get a 
guest card signed by Father Jones, 
supervisor of the center. 


This policy keeps out undesir 


able persons.
